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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Amendment 

1 . This office action is in response to the amendment submitted on 08 December 
2006. Claims 3-5 and 7 have been canceled and accordingly claims 1-2 and 6 are 
currently pending. 

2. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 

3. Claims 1-2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

In claim 1, the phrase "such as" renders the claim indefinite because it is unclear 
whether the limitations following the phrase are part of the claimed invention and the 
scope of the claims is unascerlainable. See MPEP § 2173.05(d). Also this grouping is 
confusing as the recited materials do not all appear to be vegetable materials. The 
phrases "the tendency" and "the ability" lack proper antecedent basis. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

4. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
states. 
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5. Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Japanese 
Patent Specification No; 60-28467. 

The reference teaches, in the abstract, a non-toxic anti-fouling paint for sea going 
ships comprising powdered egg whites dispersed into a liquid paint. 

The instant claims is met by the reference as the reference teaches a 
composition that encompasses that which is instantly claimed. While the reference 
does not state that it is a self-polishing paint, this is believed to be an inherent feature 
as the reference teaches the use of the same materials. Furthermore, it is well settled 
that when a claimed composition appears to be substantially the same as a composition 
disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly upon the applicant to prove by way of 
tangible evidence that the prior art composition does not necessarily possess 
characteristics attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In re Spada, 91 1 F.2d 705, 15 
USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 
1980); In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d. 2109, 169 USPQ 226 (CCPA 1971). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 1 02 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the prior art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 
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7. Claims 2 and 6 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Japanese Patent Specification No; 60-28467. 

The reference was discussed previously. While the reference does not recite the 
addition of a photosynthesis inhibitor its addition is obvious based on the following 
reasoning. Since applicant recites in the instant specification that photosynthesis 
inhibitors are known to be compatible with known antifouling paints, one of ordinary skill 
in the art would have found it obvious to incorporate a photosynthesis inhibitor into the 
antifouling paint of the reference without producing any unexpected results absent 
evidence showing othenA/ise and thus arrive at the instant invention. As for claim 6 
while the reference does not recite the size of the powder this limitation appears to be a 
matter of obvious choice or design best determinable through routine experimentation 
and optimization within the art and producing no unexpected results absent evidence to 
the contrary as applicant has not shown that the particle size of the powder is a critical 
limitation.
